Andrew 
Williams, a negro, was arrested 
charged with the crime. He was 
taken from jail by a mob and hanged 
Friday. The same night, Rucker, an 
employee of Mrs. Willams’ father, was 
taken into custody and was hidden in 
a dwelling by the sheriff.

Police Committee Members Attacked 
in Injunction Petition of 
Poolroom Man. 


J. T. Hanjaras, whose application 
for a poolroom at 40 Peachtree street, 
was turned down at the last meeting 
of council, after it had been provision- 
ally granted by Mayor James G. Wood- 
ward, secured a temporary injunction 
yesterday afternoon from the superior 
court, and is now running his place of 
business despite objections from coun- 
chi and James lL. Beavers, chief of 
police. 

His injunction, which was granted 
by Judge George L. ell and set for 
hearing March 3, makeg sensational 
charges of incompetency and favor- 
itism among the members of council 
who rejected his application, and also 
denies the right of the city of Atlanta 
to refuse him a permit, after he has 
secured a state license. 

Hanjaras enjoined the mayor, coun- 
cilmen and aldermen, naming each 
one, and the chief of police and Re- 
corder Nash R, Broyles from interfer- 
ing with his poolroom, which he ré- 
opened Saturday shortly before ob- 
taining the court order. 

“Can’t Take Property Away.” 
lle claims that he invested $1,726 

equipment and contracted to pay 

275 a month in rent for three years, 
and that the constitution of both the 
federal government and the state re- 
fuses to the city authorities the power 
to take his property from him with- 
out due process of lew.

Collins Interfered to Protect a Negro 
Shed Was Beating---Mob Wanted 
to Lynch Shed. 


Augusta, Ga., February 8&.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Edward Collins, aged 63, one of 
the most prominent figures in munic- 
ipal politics, and -one time “boss,” 
was shot and almost instantly killed 
tonight by Marshall Shed, an engineer 
on the Georgia railroad, in front of 
the Collins near beer establishment 
here. 

Mr. Collins was remonstrating with 
Shed for punishing a negro, when 
Shed, becoming infuriated, drew his 
revolver and fired a bullet into Mr.

California’s Dramatic Advent. 

When, on January 24, 1848, James W., 
Marshall found the particles of yellow 
dust in the tail race of Sutter’s mill, 
on the south fork of American river, 
40 miles northeast of the present city 
of Sacramento, he gave a turning point 
to American history, and he altered 
the curent of the world’s story. At 
that moment, down at Guadalupe 
Hidalgo, a suburb of the City of Mext- 
co, 2,500 miles away, the American 
end Mexican commissioners were ar- 
ranging the terms which ended.the war 
between their respective countries. In 
that pact, signed nine days later, Mexi- 
co ceded California and New Mexico, 
including the present Nevada, Utah, 
Arizona and parts of Colorado and 
Wyoming to the United States. But 
meither they nor anybody else in 
either nation dreamed of the treasure 
house thus transferred, or of the sig- 
nificance of that “find” near the foot- 
hills of the Slerra. 

Although Sutter, Marshall and their 
workingmen attempted to keep the 
@iscovery a secret, it gradually pene- 
trated to other settlements on the Pa- 
cific coast, and made its way by ship 
to Hawaii, Australia, China, Mexico, 
South America, the United States and 
Europe. From the four corners of the 
globe a wild stampede started for the 
valley of the Sacramento, with the re- 
sult that nearly 100,000 people were 
there and in regions immediately sur- 
rounding by 1850, and California 
knocked for admission as a state be- 
fore the congress at Washington had 
time to organize it as a territory. Its 
admission, as part of the compromise 
of 1850, broke the balance between the 
slave and the free states by giving the 
latter the preponderance, gave a new 
impetus to immigration from Europe 
and the eastern and southern states to 
the west and northwest, started the 
chatn of events which precipitated the 
conflict between the north and the 
south which abolished slavery, killed 
the doétrine of secession, transformed 
our country from a league into a na-

Detroit, Mich. February 8.—If the 
automobile industry continues to grow 
during the coming years with the 
rapidity it has during the last—and 
every indication is that it will—some 
one must come forward with a good 
substitute for leather for use in car 
upholstering. 

Already those high in the motor car 
world are beginning to concern them- 
selves wtih this problem. As the years 
pass and the big automobile facto- 
ries double and treble their outputs 
and consequently utilize more and 
more leather, the probabilities of a 
possible shortage grow imminent. 

“Few persons realize,” Commercial 


Motor company, remarked the other 
day, “how much leather ts required 
during the course of a year by a con- 
cern the size of the Ford Motor com- 
pany. 

“It takes approximately two hides 
to furnish the leather for the uphol- 
stering in one Ford car. Think what 
this means. The skins of four head 
of cattle are needed to upholster two 
cars. 

“During the season just past, the 
Ford Motor company built more than 
75,000 cars. More than 150,000 anl- 
mals were skinned to furnish hides 
for this company alone. 

“This year the Ford company has 
made preparation to build 200,000 cars. 
Then an even 400,000 animals will 
have to donate their skins before the 
manufacturing season closes.” 

“If the demand for hides continues 
to mount with the outputs of the au- 
tomobile factories, there may be a 
time when it will pay to raise cattle

Will Spend $3,000,000 This Year 
in Factory Im- 
provements. 


The greatest daily output ever con- 
sidered in tire manufacture is provided 
for in next year’s plans of the United 
States Tire company, which have just 
been made public. This concern, which 
operates four great plants, plans an 
expenditure of over $3,000,000 in fac- 
tory improvements and extensions. 

First of all, the Morgan & Wright 
plant, which is located in Detroit, is 
to be doubled in both area and pro- 
duction. An idea of the extent to 
which this factory will be increased 
may be gained from the fact that 
whereas its employees now number 
2,500, 6,000 workmen will be required 
when all the improvements are finish- 
ed. The output of the factory will be 
in excess of 5,000 tires daily. 

It is planned to erect sixteen new 
factory buildings, ranging in size 
from 2,000 square feet to 131,000 square 
feet. Among these will be a finely ap- 
pointed laboratory, where the scientific 
experimental work incidentaly to the 
manufacture of automobile tires can 
be carried on; several vast warehouses 
and at least half a dozen great, manu- 
facturing buildings. 
‘When all of this work is finished, 
the Morgan & Wright plant will have 
a floor space of more than 1,000,000 
Square feet, twice its size at the pres- 
ent time. 

All of the buildings will be of rein- 
forced concrete and brick, and the 
most modern machinery Known to the 
rubber industry will be utilized. 

In addition to its big Detroit factory, 
The United States Tire company oper- 
ates extensive rubber works in In- 
dianapolis, Hartford and Providence, 
and it is the intention to increase the 
facilities of all these plants. All of 
this broadening out is made necessary 
by the tremendqus growth of the tire 
industry, due to the phenomenal in- 
crease In popularity of the automobile.

but it will convey an impression of 
Size to the average person outside the 
automobile ‘business.”’

Washinaton, February 8.—No caucus 
Pledge will bind the house democrats 
this year when thev vote on appro- 
priation for battleshin construction. 


An “economy caucus,” called for to- 
night by members opposed to the au- 
thorization of any battleships in the 
Maval appropriation bill at this ses- 
gion, failed to materialize, as a result 
of the absence of practically all demv- 
cratic members who favor any increas- 
ed navy. Only 723 members appeared, 
and as 112 were needed for a quorum, 
the meeting adjourned after listening 
to a pension speech by Representa- 
tive Sherwood, of Ohio. 

Speaker Clark and Democratic Lead- 
er Underwood were present, although, 
it Is an open secret that both op- 
posed the calling of the caucus. Only 
three members of the naval committe» 
attended—Representatives Hensley, of 
Missour!, and Tribble, of Georgia, op- 
posed to battleships, and Tabbott, of 
Maryland, who made the point of no 
quorum and moved adjournment. The 
ebsence of a quorum was not unex- 
pected, word having been passed yes- 
terday that the “two battleship” men 
were to stay away to make certain 
there should be no action. It is stated 
that the naval committee is certain to 
Tecommend the. construction of at 
least two battleships, and, with a largs 
majority of republicans in the house 
favoring an increased navy, the big 
navy advocates Say there is no doubt 
about favorable action on the com- 
mittee’s report. 

Representative Curley, of Massachu- 
setts, said tonight that early next 
week democrats standing for a “pro- 
gressive naval] policy” would hold a 
conference to agree upon a course of 
action.

Suffragettes Secure a Novel Feature 
for Their Washington 
Pageant. 


Washington, February §.—Dawn 
Mist, daughter of Chief Three Bears, 
of the Glacier National park Indians, 
will command a troop of mounted In- 
dian maidens in the cavalry division 
of the woman's suffrage pageant here 
on March 3 This is said to be the 
first time Indian women have taken 
part in the nation-wide movement for 
extending the franchise to women. 

In Dawn Mist's troop will be ten 
maidens, all selected as being the most 
representative of their tribe. All will 
be dressed in their tribal ceremonial 
costumes and be mounted on Indian 
ponies richly caparisioned with elabo- 
rate Indian bead work. 

Dawn Mist, who has given much 
thought tothe woman's suffrage 
movement, succeeded in obtaining the 
co-operation of Louls W. Hill, son of 
James J. Hill, who has agreed to pro- 
vide transportation for the young 
women. While in Washington the In- 
dian girls will live in their own tepees 
On @ Camp ground provided for them. 

The cavalry division of the pageant 
is taking large proportions. It is be- 
lieved at suffrage headquarters that 
nearly 200 mounted women will be dis- 
tributed through the procession. The 
division will be commanded by Miss 
Genevieve Wimsatt, of Maryland. 

It is practically assured that one 
large section will be composed of 
women wage-earners. Several of the 
women’s labor unions of Washington 
already have signified their intention 
of marching.

Education Will Help in the 
Battle Against This 
Disease. 


The educational department of the 
Atlanta Anti-Tuberculosis association, 
of which Mrs. J. Wade Conkling is 


| chairman, has perfected its organiza- 


tion, and is preparing to do some ef- 
fective work in the matter of direct- 
ing public attention to necessary pre- 
cautions in the matter of preventing 
the spread of this disease. 

The educational department includes 
a committee on instructive literature, 
of which Dr. R. R. Daly is chairman. 
Associated with him are Howard Cole 
and Mrs. J. A. Griffin. The duty of 
this committee is the collection of 
information from other cities bearing 
on anti-tuberculosis work in all lines. 
The committee is to make a study of 
this literature and adapt such as is 
considered important to the work in 
Atlanta, It will also compile and 
publish original matter for the use 
of the association. 

The lecture committee ts in charge 
of Dr. 8. A, Visanska as chairman. 
Associated with him are Oscar Elsas, 
Dr. Theodore Toepel and Miss Rosa 
Lowe, secretary of the Anti-Tubercu- 
losis association. This committee will 
procure speakers on such subjects as 
bear upon the treatment of tubercu- 
losis patients and upon the prevention 
of the disease, and to have these 
speakers fill dates in the schools, 
churches and other institutions, as 
may be arranged by Mrs. Conkling’s 
and Mrs. Ware’s committees. 

The committee on the negro race 
is in charge of Mrs. Edward Ware as 
chairman. Other members are Mrs. 
Fred G. Hodgson and Mrs. Philip 
Weltner. This committee will arrange 
dates for speakers to appear in the 
negro schools, churches, colleges and 


other institutions, and .give instruc- 
tion in the matter of tuberculosis 
prevention. This committee will also 
prepare for Tuberculosis Sunday. 

The publicity committee consists of 
Fred Lewis, chairman, and Kendall 
Weisiger.

Hightower drove up to the gate and 
hailed. She went to the door, spoke 
to him and told him to take his team 
to the lot and put them in the stall: 
also to leave the flour and lard in the 
wazton. He asked where her husband 
was, and replied that he was in 
the field the children picking 
cotton. Mr. Hightower went to the 
lot, put up his team, came into the 
house, took off his hat and coat and 
she gave him a rocking chair. 

After he had been sitting a short 
time, she sald, he called her and when 
she went to him he caught her by the 
left hand and told her that he had 
an excuse to come after a load. of 
ligntwood, but that he came for some- 
thing else and he Intended to have it. 
She replied, “You see my condition.”

She stated that she hecame very 
nervous and did not know what to do.

Section 1. All existing offices of may- 
or, aldermen and councilmen and all 
boards and standing committees, both 
elective and appointive, of the city of 
Atlanta are hereby abolished, to take 
effect on January 1, 1914. 

Sec. 2. At the regular city election, 
to be held on the first Wednesday in 
December, 1913, there shall be elected 
a mayor, six trustees, a comptroller 
and twenty councilmen for the city of 
Atlanta, for the terms hereinafter 


their successors are elected and qualify. 

The mayor shall be elected for a 
term of four years. The two trustees

wlone by his conviction of what is for 
the public good, preferring no class or 
particular interests, and without re- 
gard to the political or personal in- 
fluence or private advancement of him- 
self or any one else. This same oath 
shall be subscribed to by each member 
of council before entering upon the du- 
ties of his office. 


Restrictions on 
Trustees and Officials. 

Sec, 7. No trustee or emplovee in any 
department of said city shall be inter- 
ested, directly or indirectly, either in- 
dividually or as a member of a firm, or 
as an officer of or stockholder in any 
corporation, in any contract for the 
purchase or sale of either realty or per- 
sonalty by or from said city, or in any 
contract for the furnishing of either 
supplies, materials or labor to said city 
or any department thereof. 

Such person shall not be interested, 
either directly or indirectly, in the prof- 
its of such contracts or services, either 
as an original of sub-contractor; nor 
shall such person be interested in any 
of the street railways, gas works, elec- 
tric lights, power plants, heating plants, 
telegraph lines, telephone exchanges, or 
any other public utility dealing with or 
operating in said city, either individu- 
ally, as a member of any firm or asa 
stockholder in or officer of any such 
public utility corporation; nor shall 
such person accept or receive, either 
directly or indirectly, from any person, 
firm or corporation operating any pub- 
lic utility with said city, any money, 
article of value, pass, frank, free tick- 
et or other service, gift or compensa- 
tion. 

Provided, the terms of this section 
with reference to free transportation 
shall not affect any existing or future 
contract between said city of Atlanta 
and any public utility corporation with 
reference to free transportation of the 
city’s employees. 

Any violation of this section shall 
constitute a misdemeanor and be pun- 
ished by a fine of not more than $1,000 
or imprisonment for not more than 
three months, either or both, in the 
discretion of the judge. Such convic- 
tion shall ipso facto terminate the of- 
fice or position held by such person, 
and he shall not be qualified to hold 
any office or position with said city for 
ten years thereafter. 


Trustees Can Not 
Hol dAnother Office. 


Sec. 8. It shall be unlawful for iny

trustee to hold any other civil ofiice, 


national, state, county or municipal, 
either with or without salary or emolu- 
ment. A violation of this section shall 
work a vacancy in the office, the fact 
of vacancy to be determined by a ma- 
jority of the trustees. 

Sec. 9. The salary of the mayor shall 
be $6,500 per annum and the salary of 
each’ of the other trustees shall be 
$5,500 each per annum, payable month- 
ly. Each shall select, employ and fix 
the pay of such assistants and em- 
ployees as may be necessary to prompt- 
ly discharge the duties of his depart- 
ment, being governed alone and at all 
times by the purpose to administer said 
affairs properly, efficiently and econom- 
ically. No favoritism shall be shown 
any employee, nor shall any be selected 
or discharged because of present of 
past political affiliations, or the hope 
of future political support. 

Sec. 10. Any person who agrees, in 
consideration of money or other article 
or thing of value, to influence any voter 
in the interest of any trustee, mayor, 
comptroller or councilman, at either a 
primary nomination or general election, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and 
punished as is described in section 7 
of this act. The person agreeing to 
pay such money or other thing of value 
shall be similarly guilty and similarly 
punished. 

Sec. 11. No person shall be qualified 

to hold or discharge the duties of any 
office or position in the city government 
or any department thereof who is re- 
lated to the mayor or to any trustee, 
the comptroller or any councilman by 
blood or marriage within the third de- 
greg. 
Sec. 12. Any officer or employee of 
said city who shall, by solicitation or 
otherwise, influence or attempt through 
others to influence, either directly of 
indirectly, any other officer or em- 
ployee of the city to adopt, support ofr 
favor any particular person or candi- 
date for municipal office, or to obtain 
the appointment of any person to any 
position in any department of said city, 
or who shall in any manner contribute 
money, labor or other valuable thing to 
any person for election purposes, shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon 
conviction, punished as is prescribed by 
section 7 of this act: and such person 
shall, by said conviction, immediately 
forfeit his said office or position with 
said city, and shall be ineligible to hold 
any office or position with said city for 
ten years thereafter. 

Sec. 13. No trustee, officer, agent ofr 
employee of the city of Atlanta shall 
receive any fees, perquisites or gifts of 
money or articles of value from any 
person, firm or corporation in connec- 
tion with the discharge of his duties, 
other than the saiary or wages allotted 
hirn, 


Must Make Public 
Campaign Expenses. 


A violation of this section shall be a 
misdemeanor and punished as de- 
scribed in section 7 of this act. 

Sec. 14. Each successful candidate for 
the office of mayor, trustee, comptroller 
and councilman shall, within ten days 
after the nominating primary, make 
out, under oath, an itemmszed list of his 
expenses in connection with said pri- 
mary, showing the amounts paid, to 
whom paid, and when paid. He shall 
likewise file an itemized list, under 
oath, of all contributions made to his 
campaign expenses by others, which 
statement shall disclose the names of 
the contributors, the amounts contrib- 
uted, and when contributed. 

Similar statements, under oath, shall 
be filed by such successful candidates 
with reference to expenses and contri- 
butions incurred in the regular election. 

These statements shall be filed with 
the city clerk of Atlanta, subject to the 
inspection of the public. : 

Sec. 15. The trustees shall have the 
right to issue subpenas, enforce the at- 
tendance of witnesses, the production 
of books and papers, to administer 
oaths, and to generally investigate and 
determine all matters which may relate 
to the proper administration of the 
city’s affairs, or of any department 
thereof. 

Majority Necessary 
To Order Improvements. 

Sec. 16. Whenever any department 

proposes to do any work or make any 
public improvement which is to be paid 
for, in whole or in part, by the assess- 
ment upon property adiacent to ofr 
abutting on said proposed improve- 
ment, a resolution providing for such 
work or improvement shal] be ordered 
and all other steps provided by the 
present charter shall be taken, by a 
majority vote of the trustees acting as 
a DOUY. 
. 17. The mayor and trustees shal] 
hold such meetings as-may be neces- 
Sary to properly transact such publie 
business as may be required of the 
mayor and said trustees, acting togeth- 
at such times as they may select, 
provided there shall be held at least 
three meetings each week. All meet- 
ings shall be public. 

If any t! shall fail to attend 
three successive regular meetings with- 
out due cause approved-by said trus- 
tees, or in the event a majority of the 
trustees shal] determine that the excuse 
rendered is not sufficient and this de- 
termination shall be approved by the 
mayor, then upon a two-thirds vote of 
the council, said office shal] become va- 
cant and the unexpired term shall be 
filled by a majority vote of the remain- 
ing trustees. 

Sec. 18. The trustees shal] have the 
right to require any employee of the 
city, or any department of the city, to 
give bond for the faithful discharge of 
the duties entrusted to said employee, 
and fix the amount of said bond. 


Surety Bonds Must Be 
By Firms Licensed Here. 


Al} bonds given by the trustees, may- 
or, comptroller or any other officer or 
agent specified in this act, or required 
by the trustees, shall be in a surety 
company authorized to transact busi- 
ness in this state, and the premiums on 
all bonds shall be paid by the city, and 
all of said bonds shal! be lodged with 
the comptroller except his bond, which 
shall be deposited with the mayor. Said 
bonds shall be payable to the city of 
Atlanta and conditioned upon the faith- 
ful performance of the duties of such 
officer, agent or employee. 

Sec. 19. The trustees shall elect a 
mayor pro tem from their members, 
who shal] act as mayor in the absence, 
sickness, disability or disqualification 
of the mayor, 

Sec. 20. The council shall be com- 
posed of two members from each ward, 
and all councilmen shall be elected by 
the duly qualified voters of the city at 
large. After the first election. to be 
held in December, 1913, each council- 
man shall be elected for a.term of two 
years, or until his successor is duly 
qualified and elected. 


Defining Powers 
Of the Council. 


‘Said council shall elect from among 
its own members a presiding officer. 
Correct minutes shall be kept of the 
various meetings by the city clerk. 
Said council] shall hoid regular meet- 
ings upon the first Monday in each 
month and shall also be subject to spe- 
cial meetings at the call of the mayor 
and trustees, or the presiding officer of 
council, or at the written request of 
two-thirds of the members of said 
council, 

Said council shall possess the right

and power to enact general ordinances. 


in pursuance of the strict police power 
of said city, and which shall have gen- 
eral operation throughout the territoria] 
limits of said city. It shall twice each 
year—or oftener, if requested by the 
trustees—apportion the available in- 


come of the city between the different 


cepartments in charge of the respective 
trustees and to@ the library trustees. 
These allotments shall be made in 


view of the reasonable and necessary 
requirements of the different depart- 
ments and without favoritism or par- 
tiality for or against any department. 

Said council shall neither possess nor 
exercise any other powers than those 
conferred in this section and those 
mentioned in sections 17, 20, 31, 35, 38, 
43, 45 and 54. 

Each councilman shall receive the 
sum of two hundred dollars per year for 
his services, and the presiding officer 
shall receive three hundred dollars per 
year, all payable monthly. 

Sec. 21. All other corporate powers of 
the city shall be divided among and ex- 
ercised by the following departments: 

Department of public affairs and 
finances. 

Department of streets and sewers. 

Department of waterworks and sani- 
tary affairs. 

Department of public safety. 

Department of health, hospitals and 
charities 
Department of parks, public property, 
play grounds, public buildings and 
grounds, exclusive of schools and public 
libraries. ; 

Department of education and schools. 

Sec. 22. After each regular election a 
trustee shall be assigned by a majority 
vote of al} the trustees to one ofr the 
foregoing specified departments. If a 
majority of the trustees shall thereaft- 
er determine it to be to the best inter- 
eSts of the public to remove a trustee 
from the head of one department to the 
head of another department, this shall 
be done. This provision shall not apply 
to the department of public affairs and 
finance. 

Sec. 23. The mayor shall be in charge 


Prof the department of public affairs and 


finance. He shall be vested with the 
Same power to pardon that is now held 
by the present mayor. 


Mayor Must Be 
Advised of Conditions. 


He shall keep advised with reference 
to the conditions of each department 
and see that it is being honestly, 
promptly, economically and efficiently 
conducted upon business principles, and 
to the complete exclusion of politics, 
without fayoritism to any person or in- 
terest. 

No money shall be paid out. save 
upon a voucher issued by the comp- 
troller upon a requisition of the trus- 
tee at the head of the department re- 
questing such money, and al! checks or 
vouchers shall be signed by the mayor, 
or, in his absence, sickness or disquali- 
fication, by the mayor pro tem, and 
countersigned by the comptroller. 

All deeds or other instruments con- 
veying or transferring property of the 
city and all written obligations in- 
curred by the city shall be signed by 
the mayor, or, in his absence, sickness 
or disqualification, by the mayor pro 
tem, and countersigned by the comp- 
troller. All moneys collected by the 
city shall pass into this department and 
all sums paid out by the city shall be 
paid out through this department. 

Sec. 24. The moneys cotlected shal] 
be deposited in such local banks which 
are nftémbers of the clearing house as- 
sociation as are designated by a ma- 
jority vote of the trustees. Proper 
bonds may be required of said banks by 
the trustees. 


Waterworks Shall 
Never Be Sold or Leased. 


Sec. 25. Ail the corporate powers now 
possessed by said city in reference to 
Streets, alloys, sidewalks and sewers 
shall be exercised anq discharged by 
the trustee in charge of the department 
of streets and sewers, except as speci- 
fied in section 16 of, this act. 

Sec. 26. All the corporate powers now 
possessed by the city in reference to its 
waterworks and sanitation shall be ex- 
ercised and discharged by the trustee ‘n 
charge of the department of water- 
works and sanitary affairs. 

The waterworks of the city of At- 
lanta shall never be sold, leased or 
otherwise disposed of. 

Sec. 27. All of the corporate powers 
now possessed by the city relative to 
its police and fire systems shall be ex- 
ercised and discharged by the trustee 
in charge of the department of public 
safety. 

The existing civil service rules now 
applicable to the police department are 
hereby made applicable to the fire de- 
partment, 

Sec. 28. All the corporate powers now 
possessed by the city tn reference to 
health, hospitals and charities shal] be 
exercised and discharged by the trustee 
in charge of the department of health, 
hospitals and charities, 


Six Citizens to Constitute 


Education Department. 


Sec. 29. All the corporate powers now 
possessed by the city in reference to 
parks, public property and play grounds, 
exclusive of schools, shall be exercised 
and discharged by the trustee in charge 


of the department of parks, public prop- 


erty and play grounds. 

Sec. 30. All corporate powers now 
vested in the city in reference to schools 
and education shall be exercised and 
discharged by the trustee in charge of 
the department of education and 
schools, except as is hereinafter stated 
in this section. 

In connection with this department, 
there shall be elected, by a majority 
vote of the trustees, six citizens from 
the city at large, two of whom shal! 
hold office for two vears, two for three 
years and two for five years. 

Thereafter they shal] hold office for 
five years. Each and all of them shall 
be appointed with reference to their 
experience in and fitness and qualifi- 
cations for educationa) matters. 

These six citizens shall, with the 
trustee in charge of this department, 
elect and fix the salaries of a superin- 
tendent and an assistant superinten- 
dent of the schools, all principals, as- 
sistant principals ana teachers having 
due regard for the apportionment made 
to this department. They shall fix rules 
for the discipline in said schools, de- 
termine the text-books and courses of 
study. They shall hear and determine 
all complaints with reference to mat- 
ters of discipline in the schools, and al] 
differences arising between the parents 
of children in said schools and any 
teacher or other authority of the same. 
They shall prescribe a regular day of 
meeting, upon which such matters may 
be brought before them for considera- 
tion and determination. 


Library Board 
Of Five Members. 


Sec. 31. The city counci] shall elect, 
from the city at large, and fix their 
terms of office, five trustees who shall 
exercise and discharge the corporate 
powers of the city in reference to pub- 
lic libraries. These trustees shall elect 
and appoint all persons in charge of 
said libraries, and fix their salaries, 
having due regard to the amount of 
money apportioned to such libraries. 
This provision being nade in view of 
sections 1566, 1567, 1568, 1569, 1570 of 
the civi] code of 1910 of the state of 
Georgia. 

Sec. 32. The trustees, by a majority 
vote, shall have the power at any time 
to add any incidental) or collatera] duty 
to any one of the departments herein- 
above enumerated that in their judg- 
ment may be necessary or proper in the 
interests of said city, o1 to equalize the 
duties and labors of the respective de- 
partments. 

Sec. 33. Each trustee shall give a 
bond in some good and solvent com- 
pany in the sum of twenty-five thou- 
sand dollars, conditioned upon the 
faithful discharge of the duties of his 
office, These bonds shall be lodged 
with the comptroller of the city and 
the premiums thereon shall be paid by 
the city. 

The comptroller shall give a bon. for 
the sum of $25,000, similarly condi- 
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tioned. All of these bonds shall be ap- 
proved by the council. ; 

Sec. 34. The comptroller shall be 
elected for four years and be paid an 
annual salary of four thousand dollars, 
payable monthly. 

The comptroller shall keep true and 
correct books, showing in detail each 
amount paid out, to whom paid, when 
paid, and for which department; and 
in like manner the moneys received, 
when and from whom. 

Said books shall carry accounts with 
each department, showing moneys real- 
ized by such department, and the 
amounts paid out by such department, 
and these books shall be of such char- 
acter as to enable each department to 
be accurately checked against all other 
departments, and against the business 
of the city as a whole. : 


He shall see that said books carry a' 


complete stock inventory of all the 
property, both real and personal, of the 
city and what becomes of it. An an- 
nual stock taking shall be had in each 
departmente 
separate account of every appropria- 
tion made by the council, the amount 
thereof, the date, the purpose for which 
it was made, and the department to 
which it was allotted. 

Monthly Reports 

Of Office Required. 

Where payments are made for any 
cause, receipts shall be taken from the 
person to whom they are paid, which 
shall show the amount, the depart- 
ment to which the payment belongs, 
and the name and street address of the 
recipient. The originals shall be kept 
of file in the comptroller’s office, sub- 
ject to the inspection of the public. 

Monthly detailed statements of the 
receipts and disbursements of the city 
shall be made out, sworn to by the 
comptroller as being correct, and filed 
with the clerk as a public document. 
After the first year, the statement shall 
be comparative. Similar quarterly 
statements shall be made out, sworn to 
and filed. After the first year the quar- 
terly statements shall likewise be com- 
parative, 

Sec, 35. An expert certified public ac- 
countant shall. be elected biennially by 
the city council, He shall semiannual- 
ly audit the books of said city. The 
result of such audit shall be filed with 
the clerk of the city and be open to the 
inspection of the public. The compen- 
sation of such accountant shall be fixed 
by the city council. 

Sec. 36. The mayor shall each month 
cause copies of the detailed statements 
of receipts and disbursements of said 
city, of file in the office of the clerk, to 
be furnished the press of said city. 
Quarterly statements showing in de- 
tail the receipts and disbursements 
shall be either printed in pamphlet form 
for the use of the public or published 
in the paper carrying the city adver- 
tisements. 


Duties of Purchasing 
Agent Are Defined. 


Sec. 37. The trustees shall have the 
power, if in their judgment it is proper, 
to create the office of purchasing agent, 
fix his compensation, and define his du- 
ties, and in this connection obtain a 
warehouse, either by purchase or oth- 
erwise, for the storage of such supplies 
as may seem to them proper. 

Sec. 38. The trustees and the coun- 
cil shal] select a city clerk who shall 
attend each session of the ‘board of 
trustees and the council and who shall 
keep correct minutes of such meetings 
and a book in which all ordinances, 
resolutions and measures shall be cor- 
rectly copied and which shall be open 
to the inspection of the public. He 
shall keep such books and documents 
as shall disclose all resolutions and mo- 
tions to be acted upon, and all such 
resolutions and motions to be acted 
upon by elther the trustees or the city 
council shall be filed with him. He 
shall keep such other books and rec- 
ords and discharge such other duties as 
shall be specified by the trustees or 
the council. He shall issue all licenses 
and permits for doing business under 
such rules, regulations and ordinances 
as may be adopted by the council. +His 
compensation and term of office shall 
be fixed by the trustees and council. 

Sec. 39. The recorder shall be elected 
by a majority vote of the trustees, He 
shall try and dispose.of all cases 
brought to his attention, and shall ex- 
ercise the authority vested in his of- 
fice by the present charter of the city. 


Night Sessions of 
Police Court Authorized. 


The trustees shall have’ the right, in 
the absence or disqualification of the 
recorder, to designate any member of 
the council to temporarily discharge 
the duties of said recorder, and other 
duties may be imposed upon him by 
the trustees. His salary shall be four 
thousand dollars per annum, payablé 
monthly, and he shall be elected for a 
term of four years. 

There shall be a clerk to the recorder, 
who shall act as assistant when nec- 
essary and who shall be appointed by 
the recorder for a term of two years. 
During the absence, sickness or dis- 
qualification of the recorder, the as- 
sistant recorder :shall be invested with 
all the rights, p6wers and duties of the 
recorder. 

If, in the judgment of the trustees, it 
is necessary and proper for a prompt 
trial of cases made that the assistant 
recorder shall hold night sessions, they 
shall instruct and require him to hold 
such sessions. His salary shall be two 
thousand dollars per annum, payable 
monthly. 

Sec. 40. The trustees shall by a ma- 


jority vote elect a city attorney, and 


prescribe the compensation, duties and 
terms of the office, and employ and fix 
the duties of such assistants and em- 
ployees as are necessary to properly 
discharge the duties of said office. The 
city attorney shall have the right to 
name the assistant city attorney, sub- 
ject to confirmation by the trustees, 


Trustees Shall Elect 
City Engineer. 

Sec. 41. The trustees, by a majority 
vote, shal] elect a city engineer, fix his 
compensation and term of office and 
duties, and furnish, or cause to be fur- 
nished, said city engineer such assist- 
ants as may be necessary to the proper 
discharge of the duties of this office. 

The trustees, by a majority vote, 
shall elect a city marshal, prescribe his 
duties, compensation and term of office. 

Sec, 42. By a majority vote of the 
trustees there shall be elected three tax 
assessors and a tax receiver; the pow- 
ers, duties and terms of office and com- 
pensation of such officers to be fixed by 
a majority vote of the trustees. It 
shall be the duty of the taxereceiver to 
receive all returns of taxable property, 
both real and personal. 

The tax assessor shall assess for the 
purpose of taxation all property, both 
real and personal, subject to taxation, 
and proper books shall be kept showing 
the property assessed and the returns 
for taxation, which books shall open 
on the first day of February of each 
year and which shall close on the 15th 
day of March following. All property, 
both real and personal, subject to such 
taxation shall be assessed at its fair 
market value. 


Finance Department 
To Hear Tax Appeals. 


Sec. 43. The petition for reduction of 
tax assessments and appeals from the 
assessments of the property of other

Sec. 44. There shall be a tax collector 
elected by a majority vote of the trus- 
tees, who shall hold his office for a 
term of two years and who shal! give 
bond in the sum of fifty thousand dol- 


|lars for the faithful discharge of the 


duties of his office and the accounting 
for all moneys collected or received by 
him. He shall appoint such assistants 
as may be allowed him by the trustees. 

Sec. 45. Immediately after the Ist of 


‘January and the Ist of June in each 


year the trustees shall meet and pre- 
pare a budget. Each trustee shall pre- 
sent in writing his itemized estimate of 
the money needed in his department. 
The anticipated income of the city shal! 
be then apportioned between the differ- 
ent departments by a majority vote of 
the council. The total appropriations 
allowed in all departments shall not ex- 
ceed the actual income of the city. 


Must Follow Orders 
In Spending Funds. 

Should the money allotted any de- 
partment be less than that requested, 
that trustee shall, within two weeks 
thereafter, revise his estimate and ap- 
portion the money so allotted him 
among such of the items of his first 
estimate as he may deem wise and 
prudent: No money shall be spent by 
him upon anything which is not includ- 
ed in both the original estimate sub- 
mitted to the council and his second 
estimate, unless authorized Dy a ma- 
jority vote of the trustees. 

The expenses of such offices as are 
not specifically placed within any one 
of the seven departments, and which 
serve more than one department, or the 
city as a whole, such as the recorder’s 
office, city engineer’s office, city attor- 
ney’s office, etc., shall be included in the 
appropriation allotted to the depart- 
ment.of public affairs and finance, and 
said department shall also discharge 
and pay said expenses. 

Sec. 46. Any measure, resolution or 
ordinance which shall be favored by a 
petition signed by one-fourth of the 
registered voters shall be submitted to 
the people at an election to be called 
therefor within 30 days, unless a regu- 
lar municipal election is to be held 
within 90 days, in which event it shall 
be Bubmitted at such regular election. 
If, at said election, said measure, reso- 
lution or ordinance receives a majority 
of the votes cast, it shall become oper- 
ative, and can not be thereafter re- 
pealed, except by an election similarly 
called. 


Only One Special Election 
In Six Months Allowed. 


The signature, authentication, inspec- 
tion, certification and submission shall 
be as provided in Section 47 of this 
act, Any number of measures, resolu- 
tions or ordinances may be voted upon 
at one election. But there shall not be 
called for this purpose and under this 
section more than one special election 
within any one period of six months. 

If more than one measure, resolution 
or ordinance be submitted, they shall be 
separately voted upon, 

Sec. 47. Any officer of the city elect- 
ed by the people shall be subject to re- 
moval during his term of office, in the 
folowing manner: Whenever one- 
fourth in number of the qualified vot- 
ers, as disclosed by the registration 
sheets of the last preceding general 
municipal registration, shall so request, 
in a petition filed in the office of the 
clerk of said city, an election shall be 
called. Said petition shall show in gen- 
eral terms the grounds upon which a 
recall is sought, and each signer shall 
state his residence, giving the street 
and number. The petition may be in 
duplicate, but the voter can sign but 
once, 

Should the officer resign, no election 
shall be had, and the remaining offi- 
cers shal] fill the vacancy. 


Recall Must Be 


Exercised in Six Months. 


Said petition shall be examined by the 
clerk and the names thereon checked 
against the registration list within ten 
days of its filing with him. If one- 
fourth of said registered voters have so 
petitioned, he shall thereupon so cer- 
tify, and the election shall take place 
not less than 30 days nor more than 40 
days thereafter. — 

Such election shall be had and con- 
ducted under the rules and regulations 
then existing in reference to regular 
The officer whose office 
shall be thus involved may be a candi- 
date to succeed himself. All opposing 
candidates shall be duly entered, and 
their names placed upon the tickets to 
be submitted to the electors, 

The person receiving a majority of 
the votes cast at such election shall be 
authorized to assume the duties of said 
office, after duly qualifying.

No com- 
missioner shall be subject to _ recall 
within six months after qualifying. 

No officer who shall have recall pro- 
ceedings instituted against him under 
this section of the act and who shall 
have been re-elected shall be subject to 
a second recall within twelve months 
from such re-election.

REAL ESTATE TALK 


BY ADAIR. .- 


All this talk about land going up 
to $10,000 a front foot sounds nice, and 
it reflects credit on a city; but what 
good does it do the moderate price 
home seeker? After a while land gets 
so high that only a limited number of 
people can buy it. Right at this point 
we want to say in all earnestness and 
sincerity, that everyone who has in 
mind buying &@ home at all should buy 
it quick. Every working man should 
contract for a home or a lot while 
he has a chance, because no more land 
is growing around Atlanta, and it is 
not getting any cheaper. If a man 
cannot buy exactly the kind of home 
he ultimately wants, let him buy at 
least some kind of place. 


The supply of cheap building lots 
around Atlanta is practically exhaust- 
ed. Of course, one can keep going on 
out in the” world and always find 
Plenty of land, mut that does not help 
matters, Just now land out in fields 
does not fill the demand for building 
lots that a man can live on, and hold 
his job in the city. There are plenty 
of trees growing out in forests, but 
that is not furniture, the finished 
product in the shape of tables, chairs, 
bureaus and beds. So with bullding 
lots, they must be so located and 
equipped with certain improvements to 
be available for building purposes. 
Just going further out does not help 
matters, because in many directions 
the further out you go, the higher land 
sells. Enterprising land development 
companies have bought up large tracts, 
supplied it with conveniences and lots 
in their subdivisions sell for more 
money than intervening property does. 


A home-seeker can well afford to 
buy a building lot in advance of its 
actual need. Such lots are usually sold 
on monthly or annual payments, with 
simple interest at 6 or 7 per cent. It 
is advisable for persons who contem- 
plate some day owning a home to con- 
tract for a lot, even if they do not 
intend to use it for actual building 
purposes for several years. Ordinarily 
the lots advance in value much faster 
than interest and taxes accumulate; to 
Say nothing of the prospect that the 
entire subdivision may build up and 
you cannot buy a vacant lot at all. 
Only a few years ago we laid off a 
subdivision on Alta ave. and Harral- 
son st., in Inman Park, selling the lots 
on terms of $10 a month. One partic- 
ular lot sold originally at $800 on 
monthly payments; finally every lot 
in the subdivision was built on but 
this one, and a home builder paid 
2,250 cash for it. 


Land keeps well through summer 
and winter; it carries over into an- 
Other season and instead of being 
marked down as out of fashion, it's 
style all the while. The quality of 
real estate improves with age. In 
one of our high-class subdivisions we 
sold a lot at original sale for $6,509 
on easy annual payments, that was 
about three years ago; just recently 
this same lot sold for $22,000, and has 
never been built on yet. We see no 
possible chance for land to get cheap- 
er around Atlanta. Anyone saving up 
money on the expectation of buying 
when land gets cheap is losing some- 
thing more than interest. 


For people of small or moderate 
means it is especially important that 
they make a purchase as soon as pos- 
sible. Wealthy people with a big sur- 
plus need not hurry unless they want 
to; price Is not such a consideration 
with them. A millionaire would just 
as scon pay $25,000 for a lot as to 
pay $10,000; the transaction does not 
affect his surplus anyway, and all he 
has in mind is to be suited. A rich 
man can afford to wait and buy any 
time, but the wage earner whose 
means are limited should buy while 
there are cheap lots on the market. A 
few years: ago it was possible to buy 
well located residence lots with street 
improvements at $500 to $800; now 
good residence lots’ bring $1,500 to 
2,500. <A little journey around the 
edge of the city will soon convince 
anyone that medium priced building 
sites are being used up pretty fast. 


Two years ago we laid off residence 
lots in the large tract between Stew- 
art avenue and Allene avenue, lying 
south of Pearce st. Not a week has 
passed that sume new house was not 
started in this subdivision. Right 
now there are over a hundred resi- 
dences built in the subdivision, also 
a new city school costing $40,000, with 
a city park and playground. This 
shows you how fast the market ab- 
sorbs a subdivision. Soonevery single 
lot in this tract will have a house on 
it and a family living in that house. 
Nearly all the large tracts inside the 
city have been cut up in this way and 
the remaining supply of raw material 
is limited. No more large tracts are 
growing inside the city limits. 


There used to be scattered around 
town many old home places with sev- 
eral acres of ground; but these places 
are extinct. Streets have been cut 
through them, lots sold off and a num- 
ber of new houses built where only 
one was before. Out in Copenhill there 
were the Morrison place, the Colquitt 
home, the Snook home and the Harral- 
son property, all in one locality. All 
these have been subdivided; also near- 
ly all the big home places beyond 
Moreland ave., in DeKalb county. Even 
out in Kirkwood, the General Gordon 
place, known as Sutherland, is built 
up with a number of handsome resi- 
dences. In West End all the fine old 
suburban . places with extensive 
grounds dre gone, notably the E. P. 
Howell place, the Cunningham place 
and the Dargan place. Far beyond the 
old confines of West End, in the ter- 
ritorv lying between Gordon road and 
Cascade road, one of the most beautt- 
ful residential subdivisions in the city 
has been laid off, known as West End 
Park, and hundreds of stylish homes 
have been built. If you want to get 
an idea how Atlanta Is growing, it 
will interest you to ride out to West 
End Park sometime. 


So just going out further does not 
always help matters, because in @ 
number of sections the modern city 
developer has already gone out ahead, 
bought up tracts, laid all _ improve- 
ments and his lots are in demand at 
higher prices than unimproved Inside 
territory. Practically the only cheap 
residential land in Atlanta is out on 
the west side, but there the streets are 
so rough that only a brave person 
would undertake to travel out there. If 
there is any portion of the city that 
deserves help from the public in the 
shape of street work it is the west 
side, We would much rather see a 
well balanced and well rounded elity, 
one where people without means and 
without influence could obtain public 
work where it is most needed.

For what good does it do the work- 
ing man making $2 a day for land to 
go to $10,000 a front foot? We would 
like to see all the dark corners and 
rough spots in Atlanta cleaned out 
ind straightened, to see good streets 
in the poorer parts of the city as well 
as in the exclusive rosidential quar- 
ters. Somehow or other the influential 
get all they want anyway; public tn- 
terest should be directed toward the 
quarters that have heretofore received 
the least attention. For the time is 
coming when we will need every 
square foot of ground in the. city, and 
there should not be any rough un- 
imnroved streets in any part of At- 
lanta. -—

ASKS. MORE PARKS, 
BETTER SEWERAGE 


Charles W. Leavitt, Jr., Tells of the 
Greatest Needs of 
Atlanta. 


Speaking last night on the subject 
of a definite city plan, Charles W. 
Leavitt, Jr., of New York, one of the 
foremost landscape engineers and city 
plan experts in America, declared that 
two of Atlanta’s greatest needs were 


‘more parks placed judiciously through-

the health of the community demand- 
ed that separate systems of drainage 
and sewerage be provided. 

Mr. Leavitt’s talk was heard by a 
large number of civic improvement 
students, including many members of 
the improvement commission. Alex W. 
Smith, chairman of the commission, 
introduced Mr. Leavitt with appropri- 
ate remarks on the plans for Atlanta’s 
growth and beautification. The lecture 
was illustrated by many beautiful 
views, showing in striking contrast 
the evils and the beauties of American 
cities, and also illustrating the growth 
of Paris from the time it was a vil- 


lage.

Fundamental Principles. 


“In order to make a Plan for the 
development of a territory such as is 
now under discussion, there are cer- 
tain fundamental principles which 
should be considered,” said Mr. Leavitt. 
“First, the drainage; second, the ar- 
rangement of circulation to make pos- 
sible the intercommunication between 
the large city and the several] smaller 
cities, towns and Villages, planning 
this system of circulation that there 
may be numerous local centers, rather 
than concentrate all of the attractions 
of a business and social nature in the 
big city; third, the water supply. Then 
comes the protection against the possi- 
ble future interference with such plans 
by preventing the individual land 
owner from cutting up his property in 
such a@ way as may not conform with 
a plan that ts best for the community. 

“Thus we find that the problem be- 
fore us is to obtain the best plan for 
the future development of the environs 
of Atlanta, in order that the expendi- 
tures made for improvements from 
time to time may be satisfactory to 
the local community, but also that 
such developments, additions and new 
undertakings will be a unit of a well- 
conceived and thoroughly considered 
Seneral scheme. 

“It {s a popular fancy that work of 
this nature means large expenditures 
in addition to the regular budget, and 
consequently increases the taxes. This 
is not necessarily true. Since it 1s 
necessary to spend, is it not better to 
spend intelligently and harmoniously 
and with a view to the future? Thus. 
even if you should not increfse your 
yearly budget, vou would provide a 
better community in which to wonk, to 
live and to play.

“The storm water, being unpolluted. 
ean be discharged into the nearest 
stream; it however, necessary to 
catch such storm water in basins at 
the sides of the streets and convey it 
in pipes to the nearest stream. The 
stream banks should be protected by 
walls or paving so that the storm 
water may escape without causing 
floods, washing and other damage. It 
may be desirable to have still water in 
certain valleys. This may be accom- 
plished by the construction of dams to 
hold the water back, forming lakes 
which will serve to break the rush of 
the storm water and permit it to flow 
off more evenly. Also, such bodies of 
water will be attractive in the land- 
scape, uffording boating, bathing and 
skating, and be generally refreshing 
during the heat of the summer. It is 
obvious that it is most essential to 
keep these storm water drainage sys- 
tems entirely separate from the sew- 
age of house drainage. In fact, this is 
known as the separate svstem.

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WAGNER VETERAN 
OLDER LEAGUE 


Starts Seventeenth Year This Spring. 
Jimmy Sheckard Next 
in Line. 


_—— 

Pittsburg, Pa., February 8&.—When 
Honus Wagner signed hs 1913 con- 
tract a few days ago he entered his 
seventeenth year in the National 
league. Wagner is now the oldest 
player in the National in point of ser- 
vice. And, incidentally, he led the 
shortstops in 1912. The oldest and the 
best—-that is Wagner’s record. 

Fred Clarke, Pirate manager. had 
Wagner topped by one year in the ma- 
jors, but Clarke retired from the game 
at the close of the 1911 season, and 
the Dutchman became the patriarch. 

Wagner joined the Louisville club 
July 19, 1897. He came to Pittsburg 
when Barney Dreyfuss brought the old 
Louisville franchise and players to 
Smoketown. Herr Wagner therefore 
has had only one boss in the majors. 

In the years he hag been capering 
about the fields Wagner has led the 
league in batting eight times. There 
were seasons, too, when he led in base 
stealing, number o¢ runs scored, long 
hits, ete. One year he led in seven 
departments of the’ game. And right 
now there are not many who go faster 
than the Flying Dutchman. 

Next in the consecutive service is 
Jimmie Sheckard, the Cub outfielder. 
Strangely enough, Sheckard started as 
a shortstop with the Brooklyns, Sep- 
tember 14, 1897, while two monthg be- 
fore Wagner started as an outfielder. 
Hans hadn’t a peer in the outer gar- 
den, but ag a short fielder Jimmie 
Sheckard was a shine. 

Wagener was shoved to short to fill 
the shoes of “Bones” Ely, whom many 
considered the greatest fielding short- 
stopofr all time. But even the famous 
“Bones” ‘never performed the wonders 
that Wagner has displaved both at 
home and abroad. 

Sheckard has few equals as an out- 
fielder. In 1897 he played thirteen 
rames with Brooklyn, eleven in the 
short field. In 11 games he had 17 
putouts, 46 assists and 27 errors, an 
average of .750. Those figures prove 
why Sheckard moved out of the short- 
stopping job.

2. Local requests for ausistance, such 
as the establishment of a hospital for 
crippled children in an Iowa city, were 
referred to persons whe lived there, 
who could judge as to the need of 
such an institution, and who might 
properly be asked to bear the local 
burden. 

3. National and international claims 
of a worthy cheracter, it was ad- 
judged, could be more efficientiy met 
by working through the regularly or- 
ganized societies which made a special 
study of these. 

Mr. Rockefeller, 
given a great deal more of personal 
thought to such maiters than people 
have any idea of, then went a step 
farther. He wished to assure himself

STOCK TRADING 
WITHOUT FEATURE 


Fell Off to Lowest Point of 
the Year—Movement 
Insignificant. 


New York, February 8—The chang- 
ing in the money situation, as re- 
vealed in the bank statement, over- 
shadowed other developments of the 
day in the financial district. A loss 
of nearly $10,000,000 cash wag shown 
in the actual table and a decrease of 
$7,867,000 in excess cash reserve. Pre- 
liminary estimates, based on known 
movements of currency, suggested a 
small loss, of perhaps $2,000,000. 

A poor statement had been expect- 
ed, largely on account of the contin- 
ued drain of gold through exports to 
France and Argentina, but the unex- 
pectedly heavy cash loss indicated 
that some other influence was at work. 
Bankers explained this condition with 
the statement that there was a re- 
n ed demand from the interior, par- 
ti¢ularly the southwest. Some ship- 
ments to the interor last week, it was 
said, did not appear in the preceding 
bank statement, so that the loss 
shown today reflected in reality the 
increased calls for funds by the inte- 
rior during the last fortnight. 

Cal) money rates remain on the easy 
basis of the last few weeks. Although 
time money quotations have not 
changed substantially, there is an 
appreciably firmer tone and funds are 
no longer pressed on the market. 
Bankers said today that in view of the 
renewed demand from the interior and 
the financial situation abroad, the out- 
look was for a concentration of credit. 
The export movement has taken 

23,600,000 this year, with the proba- 
bility of a further drain. Foreign ex- 
change rates continue firm, being 
slightly hfgher today, while the in- 
quiry showed increased force. 

In the stock market trading was 
virtually without feature. Amalga- 
mated Copper, which rose a point, was 
the only one of the speculative favor- 
ites to move mores than fractionally 
above or below vyesterday’s close. 
Trading fell off to the lowest point of 
the year and the general movement 
was insignificant. The undertone was 
firm throughout the session, and such 
changes as occurred were mostly up- 
ward. Some of the less active issues 
moved more widely than the leaders. 
Canadian Pacific gained 2 points and 
Rubber was advanced a point to above 
68, a new high record.

The details of Mr. McLendon’s plan are 
probably open to revision.

But 
a fair idea of the operation of the system 
may be gained from his communication. 
Under it the purchaser of land is allowed 
not only ample interest on his investment, 
but also a reduction of the full amount paid 
in ordinary taxes.

apply, of course, not only to new purchase», 
but as well to a general appraisement of 
property long held by the same hands. In 
some instances a tax on the unearned in- 
crement is the only one levied upon land, 
thus avoiding the objection of double taxa- 
tion. 

As to the ultimate justice of the princi- 
ple involved there can be little doubt. Land, 
which is the basis of all wealth and of all 
values, rarely increases in value because 
of the unaided efforts of the party or par- 
to temporarily control it.

It is well, therefore, for 
consumptives as well as physicians attend- 
ing them to be chary about accepting the 
new treatment until it shall have fu'ly been 
proven. The world first thought that Koch 
had conquered the great white plague. 
Hundreds of thousands of people were lifted 
to the heights only to be afterward pain- 
fully disillusioned. Today, the consensus of 
medical belief ‘s that the Koch method is 
valuable only as a test. 

Numberless other widely heralded dis- 
coveries have gone the same route. It is 
best to temper enthusiasm with skepticism 
until the new formula shall have thoroughly 
vindicated the claims made for it.

WHAT'S DOING 
IN WASHINGTON 


Your Income Tax—Hiding 
Wealth—Cost of Living to 
Come Down—The One-Term 
Resolution — Taft Satisfied. 
Miss Helen. 


By Johan Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, February 8.—(Special.)— 
Every man fortunate enough to have an in- 
come In excess of $5,000 a year will be called 
upon next year to pay a special tax on this 
income to the government. 

All doubt as to the legality of such a tax 
having been removed, the United States will 
again make it a feature of its revenue Sys- 
tem. I say again, because the tax has been 
often laid in the past and never before 1894 
was it held unconstitutional. 

But the people, through thirty-seven state 
legislatures, have said they want the federal 
government to have the right to tax incomes, 
and article sixteen of the constitution will 
confer that right. It ts one of unlimited 
power. The difference between $100,000,000 
of revenue and $1,000,000,000, should Uncle 
Sam, in time of war or sudden emergency 
need that much, can be adjusted by changing 
the tax rate on Incomes and the size of in- 
comes affected, 

Under the act of 1894, which was defective 
in several respects and which the supreme 
court held uncunstitutional, a tax of 1 per 
cent was laid on all] incomes above $4,000. 
The next income tax will probably levy 1 
per cent on all above $5,000. 

Naturally two views will be taken of the 
tax; one sees in it an attempt to bleed the 
millionaire; another considers it the most 
just, equitable and fair tax that can be laid, 
for it ts increased in direct proportion to 
one’s ability to pay. 

Getting at Hidden Incomes. 

Congress may be expected to get at hid- 
den incomes, either by requiring the tax to 
be paid at the source, or by requiring such 
wages and dividends to be

Representative Oscar W. Underwood, of 
Alabama, chairman of the ways and means 
committee, expects an income tax to be 
levied as a feature of democratic tariff re- 
vision. This wil) require a number of read- 
jJustments In schedules. Since democrats do 
not wish to raise any more money than ts 
actually needed for the administration of 
government on an economical scale, further 
tariff reductions will be possible. 

Here Is what will probably happen: 
Either the sugar duty will be cut in half, or 
sugar put on the free list; the tariff on wool 
will be greatly reduced, or Internal revenue 
taxes on liquors and cigars will be cut. 

Uncle Sam now raises about $330,000,000 a 
year by tariff taxes. and almost any kind 
of an tncome tax will produce $100,000,000. 

This will really mean an additional reve- 
nue of about $67,000,000, as approximately 
$33,000,000 Is now produced from the excise 
or corporation tax, and the tncome tax will 
take the place of the excise tax covering the 
ground it does, and gving a little further. 
This would permit the democrats to write a 
free sugar bill, tnmasmuch as the revenue 
derived from sugar is about $52,000,000 per 
annum, and they would still be $15,000.000 to 
the good from the revenue point of view. 

It is conceded, however, that while a free 
sugar schedule will undoubtedly pass the 
house, such a measure will not stand the 
ghost of a show in the senate, and that the 
sugar schedule will be a compromise meas- 
ure, and will really be written in conference. 
Assuming that this fs done, and that the 
present tariff on sugar will be cut in two 
sugar. will produce a revenue of about $26,- 
000,000. 

Adding this $26,000,000 to the $15,000,000 
left from the income tax revenue after it has 
absorbed the‘sugar revenue in full, the treas- 
ury will be $41,000,000 ahead. Naturally this 
condition, which is a very simple matter of 
mathematics, will give the democrats a much 
greater latitude in framing the other im- 
portant schedules of the tariff law. 

teduction on Necessities. 

In other words, it is the theory of the 
leaders that the income tax revenue will 
enable them to greatly reduce the tariff on 
the necessaries of life, and provide the funds 
which otherwise they would have to raise 
by levying a duty on these necessities. 

It is also contended that many articles on 
which there now exists a prohibitive tariff 
will become under the new law great reve- 
nue producers, because the new law will 
make it possible for these articles to be im- 


ported into the country and sold without 


loss. 
On the other hand. if the republican party 


with its high tariff ideas ever again comes 
into power the income tax would be just as 
efficacious for them. They could place the 
duties on certain favored articles manufac- 
tured in this country so high that they 
would be actually prohibitive, and replace 
the revenue lost in this way through the in- 
come tax. 

Thus {t can be seen at a glance the im- 
portant figure the income tax is destined to 
become in the future tariff legislation of the 
United States regardless of the party in 
power. Indeed, there seems to be no limita- 
tions to the Influence it may have, or de- 
velop upon the tariff.situation. 

Power of Congress U nalimited. 

There is also no limit to the power of 
congress in laying this tax. In time of great 
public need it will replace burdensome stamp 
taxes and be more profitable and more easy 
of collection. 

The income tax is going to be a very 
popular tax with the great mass of the peo- 
ple. Those whose incomes are less than 
$5,000 per year far outnumber those whose 
annual tncome is above that figure. If: the 
government needs more money instead of 
having to revise the tariff, all that will be 
necessary will be to tighten the screws on 
the man with the income. 

Mr. Underwood and the democratic lead- 
ers face a big problem. There is no doubt 
about that. Democrats have always insisted 
that their policy for a tariff for revenue 
would entirely eliminate the idea of protec- 
tion. They have always pointed out that any 
duty at all was a protective duty in a sense. 
There are very few free-trade democrats to- 
day in congress. nor are there many who 
would favor reducing the tariff to a point 
where it would really cripple American in- 
dustries. But they do think that the Ameri- 
can manufacturer has in many cases been 
too highly protected. and they believe that

Communities the Land Over Break Law of Self-Preservation. 
Property Put Above Health—Human Conservation—Awakening 
Needed to Lower Death Rate.

The first and the most important item in 

humanity's bill of rights is the right to live. 

The primary purpose and function of organ- 

ized society is to guard the lives of its mem- 

bers from needless destruction. 

While we have every reason to felicitate 
ourselves upon this wonderful result of the 
Spread of life-saving intelligence, we must 
not overlook these facts: 

l. That this great life-saving movement 
is still In its tnfancy. 

2. That it has been directed almost wholly 
against preventable contagious diseases, and 
that the waste of life from these maladies 
has only been reduced—the loss is still ex- 
cessive, 

3. That while we have reduced the mor- 
tality from these diseases common to infancy 
and early adult life, the degenerative dis- 
eases of middle life and old age, against 
waged no war, have been 
Steadily increasing. 

That we have increased the average 
length of human life only by increasing the 
proportion of people living in the younger 
age periods, while the average duration of 
life of those who pass into middle life and 
old age has been constantly shortened. 

In other words, we are still furiously 
burning the candle at both ends—slower at 
one but faster at the other. 

The primary duty of conserving our hu- 
man assets resting with the state it is ob- 
Vious that the State must lead in the popu- 
lar movement. 

It is, therefore, the first duty of every 
individual and of every unofficial organiza- 
tion interested in this efficiency and life- 
Saving campaign to rally to the support of 
the public health service. 

We must not only teach the individual 
how to guard his life against preventable 
disease and accident, we must educate our 
communities to the need of an effective pub- 
lic health service to enforce sanitary regula- 
tions and otherwise guard the health ana 
lives of its members. 

it Takes Money. 

But it takes money to carry on a great 
educational] movement, and it takes money 
to conduct the public health service. 

The war against pfeventable disease and 
death is therefore, in the final analysis, a 
Struggle between the dollar and the death 
rate. 

So far the dollar is ahead. The body 
politic seems still to prefer a high death 
rate to a slight and temporary increase in 
the tax rate. 

The average health officer plods along 
with his two-bit appropriation, and natur- 
ally runs a two-bit health service. His own 
fitness and efficiency may be 100 per cent, 
but the effectiveness of his department only 
15 per cent because of the 25-cent limit, 
where it should be $1 or more. 

Of all the money provided by the people 
for the expenses of the national government 
only about 13 per cent is used for the con- 
servation of health and life. 

The same lack of practical support of the 
public life-saving service exists in most of 
the states. The appropriations for the pub- 


lic health work of our state departments . 


can only be characterized as trifling. The 
exception is Pennsylvania, which fs paving 
the way for a fully adequate health service, 
and has an appropriation of about 48 cents 
per capita. Arkansas makes none at all; the 
state of New York spends about 1.7; Masga- 


rvation Commis- | 


chusetts, 4.2; Florida, 10; Indiana, 1.8; Kan- 
Sas, 2.7; Virginia, 1.9, and so »n. 

We have many cities with active and effi- 
cient health officers, but there is not a city 
in this country with an adequately equipped 
and financed health department. Not one of 
them has sufficient financial support to suc- 
cessfully perform its task, which must be 
measured by the preventable sick and death 
list in each community. And we must not 
confine this list to contagious affections. It 
must include an educational campaign 
against all preventable diseases. 

Property v. Life. 

While health appropriations have in- 
creased over former years, all of our cities 
place the value of property far above that 
of human life in applying measures to pre- 
vent waste. 

In 1911 fifty of our important American 
cities, with an annual preventable death list 
of 117,724 people (which means an economic 
loss of at least $200.000,000) spent, through 
their public service to prevent life waste, an 
average of 30 cents per capita, and through 
their fire departments to prevent fire waste 
$1.63 per capita. 

Here are a few examples: Providence, 
R. L, spent for health conservation 11 cents, 
' for fire prevention $1.99 per capita; Portland, 
Oregon, health 13 cents, fire $1.91; Minneapo- 
lis, health 14 cents, fire $1.67; Louisville, 
health 12 cents, fire $1.36. 

In 1910, 184 American cities could spare 
but 2 per cent of their total public appropri- 
ations for the public health service—the 
average per capita expenditure was 33 cents. 
Seventy-one of these 184 cities spent less 
than 15 cents per capita for the public 
health, and among these are such cities as 
Quincy, Ill, 2 cents; Lansing, Mich., 6 cents: 
Rockford, [ll., 6 cents; Scranton, Pa, 7 cents: 
Bridgeport, Conn., 9 cents; Portland, Oregon, 
10 cents; Harrisburg, Pa., 12 cents; Jersey 
City, N. J., 13 cents; Springfield, IIL, 14 cents. 

There are many of our largest cities that 
are well below the average of 33 cents per 
Capita. Among them: Toledo 15 cents, St. 
Paul 17 cents, Minneapolis 18 cents, Indlan- 
apolis 20 cents, Kansas City, Mo.. 20 cents, 
Milwaukee 20 cents, Cincinnati 21 cents, Chi- 
cago 22 cents, St. Louis, Mo., 26 cents, Buf- 
falo 27 cents, San Francisco 28 cents. 

The natural result of this sort of economy 
is that the health laws we have are not 
properly enforced. 

How can we benefit from the pure food 
laws, for example, while we refuse to pro- 
vide the means vf enforcing them? 

The great city of New York hag an ably 
administered health department, but it has 
only thirty Inspectors to supervise over 27,« 
000 food dispensing establishments. The re- 
quest of the health officer for an inspection 
force of 209 men has beén steadily ignored 
for years. 

Brick Without Straw. 

How do you suppose the meat ordinances 
of Philadelphia are enforced where the peo- 
ple allow the health department but seven 
inspectors to watch over 8,000 meat shops 
and slaughter houses? 

How ¢an the eight pure food inspectors 
in Kansas be expected to enforce the pure 
food laws in the drug and grocery stores, the 
meat shops, bakeries, etc., In 800 towns? 
These inspections must be made frequently 
to be of any value. 

These are not: exceptions, 
amples. 

Could anything be more absurd from a 
business point of view than this record of 
“economy” in providing for the public life-

The One-Term Resolution. 

The Works resolution to Hmit the occu- 
pant of the white house to one term of six 
years, which recently passed the senate after 
an interesting contest, has as yet received 
no attention in the democratic house. 

The form of the bill as it passed the sen- 
ate is bad. So indefinite is its meaning that 
a contested presidential election four years 
from now would be written into the consti- 
tution if the amendment should te adopted 
in its present shape tn the meanti.. >. 

Mr. Wilson were a candidate for 
re-election and was defeated in November, 
1916; . but before the next inauguration day 
thi rty- -six states should ratify the one-term 
amendment to the constitution, On purely 
legal. grounds, as well as political grounds, 
thére would be a strong sentiment in favor 
of the claim that his term had been extended 
two years. Great bitterness, and even riots, 


might result. 

The house, before adopting the resolution, 
should make its meaning and effect perfectly 
plain. This may be done by saying no per- 
son elected after March 4, 1917, or any other 
date desired, shall thereafter be eligible to 
hold the office of president by election. That 
would permit President-elect Wilson, Presi- 
dent Taft and former President Roosevelt all 
to seek another term. But it would not 
settle when Mr. Wilson’s first term would 
end. \ 

Or the resolution might indicate that it is 
to take effect tmmediately upon ratification 
and bar all the men who have ever held a 
four-year term from holding the office again. 

Or it might be worded to extend defi- 
nitely Mr. Wilson's term and then bar him 
from again hokiing office; or permit him one 
more term of six years after the completion 
ef his four-year term, and make him ineli- 
gible thereafter. 

All the lawyers in the senate are agreed 
that the proposed amendment should be spe- 
cific, for otherwise the same fight will be 
precipitated in each of the state legislatures 
which considers the change, and its success 
would be imperilled.. 

Senator Bacon, of Georgia, was the au- 
thor of an amendment to make the single 
term four years, while Senator Smith would 
write into the constitution what is now the 
custom of making the president ineligible 
after serving two terms of four years each. 

Taft Says “One Term for Me,” 

President Taft attended two dinners in 
Washington on the night of April 16, 1910, 
after completing one year in.the white house. 

Viewing the trials of the presidential of- 
fice with the humor of Pickwick and Bernard 
Shaw combined, he said, “One term is enough 
for mé.”

Unearned Increment in Georgia 


Editor Constitution: I would like to sug- 
gest to the gentlemen who have in charge 
the preparation of a new charter for Atlanta 
that it is worth their while to consider in- 
corporating in that charter a provision for 
the taxing of unearned increment. This 
method of taxation is observed in some of 
the leading Eurvopean cities, and notably so 
in Hamburg, Germanv. It is @ form of taza- 
tion which is a burden,.upon nobody and «@ 
great benefit to the permanent popuiation. of 
a city. Its operation is simple. 

If A buys a piece of ‘land at $10,000 and 
sells it at the end of a year for $20,000, under 
this system of taxing the unearned incre- 
ment, the city would deduct frum the $30,- 
0v0, the original purchase price and 8 per 
cent per annum, and the taxes paid during 
the year and then tax the profit made 6 per 
cent or 10 per cent or 15 per cent, as the 
case might be. If A paid $10,000 and paid 
$200 taxes during the year, this and 8 per 
cent would be added, making $11,000. His 
clear profit would, therefore, be $9,000. If 
the city taxed this unearned increment, or 
unearned profit, at even 20 per cent, it-would 
still leave A a profit of $7,200 on his $10,000 
investment. 

If Atlanta had had in operation such a 
system within the last five years it would 
have taken in money enough to more than 
pay its present bonded indebtedness. 

Such a tax could be applied to streets, 
schools, charitable institutions, and would 
greatly increase the advantages of ite per- 
manent penulation by tax reduction on

Some Comparative Losses. 
“The San Francisco earthquake de- 


stroyed property to the value of $400,- 
000,000. This loss was the superinduc- 
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ing cause of the panic of 1907, which 
reduced values by the billions. If it 
were known today that the country 
would suffer such another loss within 
its borders, the wheels of progress 
the world over would halt in sympa- 
thetic fear. 

“A short while ago the farmers of 
the country, especially in the north- 
west, were much agitated because of 
the proposed reciprocity agreement 
with Canada.

“As long ago as 1904, Dr. C. L. Mar- 
Jatt, basing his estimates on the crop 
reports of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture, asserted that the 
loss to the agricultural industries in 
that year caused by insects alone could 
conservatively be placed at $795,100,- 
000, and this estimate does not tnclude 
a dollar for insecticides. 


Annual Loss to Agriculture. - 


“Mr. Forshay, in his most compre- 
hensive book, entitled ‘Useful Birds,’ 
matntains that the insect pests de- 
stroys agricultural products to the 
value of $800,000,000 a year. We use 
large numbers so freely in these days 
that hundreds of millions mean no 
more to us than hundreds of thousands 
did a few years ago. We have in this 
country today about 20,000,000 school 
children, and the cost of their educa- 
tion has become by far the heaviest 
tax laid upon the surplus of the coun- 
try, yet it cost more by many millions 
to feed our insects than it does to edu- 
cate our children. If there is any way 
in which this vast and destructive tax 
upon the national income can be pre- 
vented or stayed or resisted in any 
appreciable measure. it would seem the 
part of wisdom to act without delay.” 

The report concludes with this sen- 
tence: 

“All the foregoing evidence goes to 
demonstrate the existence of a natu- 
ral economic relation between these 
three orders of Hfe. There is a sort 
of interdependence, and the existence 
of each one is dependent upon the ex- 
istence of the others.

Extracts from. report of historian 


general read at Washington U. D. C. 
convention, 1912: 

“A very significant thing happened 
last year. The son of Harriett Beecher 
Stowe, Charles E. Stowe, gave a talk 
before the Fisk universit’ at Nash- 
ville, Tenn., the largest college for 
negroes in the south, in which he 
said: ‘It is evident tnat there was a 
rebellion, but the north were the 
rebels, not the south. The south stood 
for state rights and slavery, Loth of 
which were distinctly entrenched with- 
in the constitution.’ 

“And we have had no harsher critic 
of the south than Professor Goldwin 
Smith, and he sald that you cannot ac- 
cuse the southern leaders of being 
rebels, for secession is not rebejlion.”

(Rancoiph 8S Bourne in the february 
Atlantic.) 

The “lure of the city” is a fact fa- 
miliar enougb in our social intruspec- 
tions, but its dramatic quality never 
grows stale. ‘lhis contest between 
the city and the country that has been 
going on for fifty years has left the 
country meribund, and made the city 
chaotic. 

The country has been stripped of its 
traditions, and the city has grown so 
fast that it has not had ti..i.e to form 
any. The suburban town is a sort vf 
lust strunghold of Americanism. It is 
the only place, at least in the easi. 
where life nas a real richness and 
depth. But it is on the firing line; it 
has to struggle vailantiy for its soul. 
The city cuts a wider and wider swath, 
and the suburbs are stretching in an 
ever widening circle from all our cities. 
The vortex of the city; even the small- 
er city, is so powerful that [t sucxs 
in the hardiest and sometimes the 
most distant towns, and strips them 
of all their individuality and personal 
charm. The city swamps its neighburs, 
turns them into mere aggregations of 
expressionless streets lined with box- 
like houses or shanties of stores, and 
degrades thcir pleasant meadows into 
yurks and sites. These suburban an- 
nexes cease to have a life of their 
own, and become simply sleeping 
rlaces for commuters. The populations 
are so transient that the towns seem 
elmost to be rebuilt and repopulated 
every ten years. And the only alterna- 
tive to this seems to ne oblivion, stag- 
nation and slow decay.

SECOND STEP IN MILEAGE 


FIGHT IN FAVOR OF ROADS| 


Judge Ellis’ Decision Places the Traveling Men One Step 


Forward Towards End of Struggle—State 
Supreme Court Is Next Move. 


The decision handed down by Judge 
Ellis last Friday has advanced the 
fight on the mileage pulling in Geor- 
gia one step further toward its fin- 
ish. It has long been conceded that 
no matter what the decisions handed 
down by § the courts, that 
neither the railroads nor the travel- 
ing men would give up the struggle 
until the matter had been carried to 
the highest tribunal of all, and the 
question settled for all time. That the 
traveling men will carry the matter 
to the next higher court, the state Su- 
preme court, is a fact which everyone 
knows. 

In handing down his decision, Judge 
Ellis referred to the fact that the 
case of the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad had been agreed upon by both 
parties to the hearing as a test case, 
and also that the matter would be car- 
ried to a higher court. In view of this 
fact, he gave the decision in the fortn 
of a permanent Injunction, as it could 
be reviewed in the higher court with 
less confusion itn that form. The rea- 
sons given by Judge Ellis for granting 
the injunction are altogether reason- 
able from one side of the matter, and 
to the casual reader seems completely 
proper and sufficient to finish the case. 
But the question still remains to be 
settled as to why a rallrvad, having 
issued one ticket good for transporta- 
tion on its road, should put the trav- 
eling public to the inconvenience of 
exchanging that ticket for another be- 
fore they can ride on the trains. That 
the roads may issue the mileage with 
restrictions, as there is no law to com- 
se them to issue mileage, is granted. 

ut that they can throw such restric- 
tions in the form of unnecessary red 
tape around the use of any form of 
ticket which they may issue ts mani- 
festly unfair, and the mere exchange 
of one ticket for another appears to 
the traveling men to be totally unnec- 
essary and uncalled for. 

No one will deny but that the ne- 
cessity of pulling mileage at ticket 
windows has caused the traveling men 
unnumbered hours of lost time from 
the business upon which they are en-

SALESMANSHIP. 


The scientific salesman always en- 
deavors to make his own individuality 
and his customers meet on grounds 
which will be near enough to mutual 
interest as to insure a feeling of fel- 
lowship between the two. The sales- 
man meets thousands of men every 
year, no two of whom are the same 
in their characteristics. The two fac- 
tors that ue has to bring together in 
harmony are his own personality and 
that of the man he ig talking to. It 
is impossible for him to change the 
personality of the man he is talking 
to, but he can control his own to a 
certain extent, and consequently he 
must first study himself. 

The salesman who has studied him- 
self until he understands his own na- 
ture hag accomplished the biggest 
thing in his climb toward success. 
has more or less faults, 
and the man who can frankly recog- 
nize his own and acknowledge them 
to himself so that he can set about tne 
remedying of them, has achieved tne 
biggest thing of all. The next point 
Which the salesman has to study is 
the ability to control himeeif. He 
must Know how to change his manner 
to suit the different men with whom 
he comes in contact. The salesman 
who is subject to passing feeling and 
influence upon his spirit is not ready 
to make a perfect success. 

Having, by long effort and practice, 
£otten full control of himself, he must 
then start to study human nature so 
that he may récognize the peculari- 
ties of the men with whom_he comes 
in contact. He must learn to “size 
up” a man at the first meeting and 
know immediately what kind of treat- 
ment that man desires.

Thus 
he gets into closer touch with his cus- 
tomers and knows them and feels as 
they feel and thinks as they think, 
and is thus more able top sell them 
goods from their point of view, which 
insures more and. better satisfaction 
for both parties to the transaction. 


THE RETAIL MERCHANT. 


When a man puts his name over 
the door of a store he places that 
there to stand for whatever 
reputation that store is going to get 
in the future. The first thing he 
puts into the business to give that 
store the reputation he wishes it to 
have is the reputation he, as a private 
individual, has already secured. Then 
he expresses his ideas of business jus- 
tice, of honesty and methods of ren- 
dering service, through the showing 
that that store makes. But the repu- 
tation of his store does not stop with 
he puts into it him- 
self. Unfortunately he cannot dv 
everything which ts done under the 
store name himself. He has to hire 
employees to carry out his work for 
him and consequently a large part of 
the reputation of his store depends on 
the way in wh.ch these employees act 
and treat the people with whom they 
come in contact. It is exceedingly 
hard to get employees of the right 
represent a firm in the 
right way, but even after the em- 
ployees have been secured,a large part 
of the character the gtore is to get 
depends on the man who founded it 
and who its at its head.

When the head of a concern 
calls for a report from his credit man 
re should also ask for the percentage 
of orders turned down, the vnercentage 
of customers lost to the house and the 
number of applications for credit 
down from men who consequently 
never ordered. The successful credit 
man is the one who turns down the 
lowest number of applications and, at 
the same time, Keeps down the per- 
centage of losses in the business,

To find your patronizer “create your 
market” is the first step toward ac- 
tual business getting. And you will 
always need to find new patrons—to 
create new markets—to get Increased 
success. 

And when you find your prospective 
customer you find also that he may
